The hallway' was a 
roaring mass of flames and smoke, but 
Mr. Norton-' completely wrapped hii 
mother In blankets and wrapping his 
head and hands in clotn ne took her 
In his arms-and dashed (iown over 
the stairs, and after; a. delay'In oren- 
ing the door fell out Into the open air 
with the, clothes almost nurned from 
his mother and himself, and they fain- 
ted on reaching the lawn. ! 


His wife and daughter saw tliem 


come put of the. house and fall and 
when they did not rise they both 
jumped from the second story win- 
dow. Both were badly injured and 
apparently fainted, for when some of 
the neighbors arrived all four wore 
lying on the 
ground. In the mean- 


while the front wall had fallen and 
it came very close to Mr. Norton. 


The neighbors offered what relief 


they could for the injured people and 
both Mr, Tv'orton and his mother were 
BO horribly .turned that they were 
sent to the York hospital.

cholera, In which It lays out good 
methods for preventing the disease. 


Proper methods of feeding and care 


are necessary in order to keep tho 
herd In a healthy, growing, condition. 
Healthy hogs possess n slight degree 
of resistance against disease, and this 
factor plays no small part'In the con- 
trol of hog cholera. Filthy, crowded 
quarters, lack of exercise and wrong 
methods of feeding overcome natural 
Immunity aud arc secondary factors in 
the spread of disease. 


There is no place on n farm where 


disinfectants are, so necessary as in 
tho bog houses and yards. 
White- 


wash, lime, chloride of lime and stock 
dips are the disinfectants commonly 
used. Pastures and lols may be clean- 
ed up by moving the hogs for a few 
months each year and cleaning away 
all litter. The unused lots can be put 
10 good use If plowed and sowed to 
Home forage crop.
